The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
of record do not disclose or suggest at least the limitation of "a light emitting device 
comprising a third layer including a transparent conductive film over the second layer 
wherein the transparent conductive film comprises at least one material selected from 
the group consisting of indium tin oxide, indium tin oxide containing silicon, and indium 
oxide containing zinc oxide by 2 to 20%" as recited in claims 15, 16, and 32.
